KEw YOREK, Dec. 26.—*The Taxiog of
Personal Estate” is the subject of Matthew
Piarshall's article for tomorrow's Sun.

The exports of gold and the perilous
condition of our currency, the Panama
soandal, home politics, and preparsions {o
the Christmas festival have so takon posses-
sion of the public mind, these last few days,
that the proceedings of the special legiala-
tive commission on taxation, which began
its sessions Eere in thie city on Tuesaday,
bave passed aimost unnoticed.

No leading broker, merchant or capitalist
of mny kind has appeared before the com-
mittee, snd the witnesses it has examined
have been mostly officials who look at the
gubject from the point of view of tax col-
lectors, sod mnot from that of taxpayere
Yor has the committee as yet sought in-
formation concerning the svetems of taxs-
tion in use in foreign countries, being ap-
parently sstisfied that native ingenuity ia
competent to desl with the problem with-
out help from abroad.

Fiural Heal Estate Owners Aggrieved,

From the reporta published in the news-
papers it would appear that the poiot to
which the investigations of the eommitien
have becn so far confined has been the amall
amount of taxes collected from personal es-
tates in this State, compared with that of
taxes cnllected from real estate, and the
best method of ineréasing it. The sssessed
valoe of personal estate ¥or purposes of tax-
stion is, taking the estate as & whole, onl
one-ninth of that of real estate, thou
m this e‘itr it is one-fifth, owing to tis
nomber of its wealthiy citizens and the loca-
tion hers of so many large corporations and
financial institutions, the average being re-
dueced by agricultural counties where real
estates is assessed st 12 times as much as
personal estste. Hence, the owners of real
estate, particularly in the rural distriots,
feel aggrieved, and the eommitles appa-
uiniﬂy ix disposed to devise means for their
reliel,

This antagonism of Interest in this State,
in respect ol taxation, between the owaers
of real estate and the owners of personal
estal is of Jo stapding and L fre-.
guently led tonfeghluin iovestigations
like the present one, followed by the enact-
ment of Jaws intended to enlarge the tara-
tion of persopal esiste, and thus reduce
that upon real estate. All these nttempts,
as the present econdition of the matter
shown, have failed of cnmpiete succeas,

Eeal Fstate Ovwners Pay the Price,

The great bulk of the taxes for city and
county purposes, at least, continues to be
paid by the owners of real estate, although
State taxea, owing to new corporations sod
inheritance tax laws, fall lightly upon both
real and personsl estate slike. The owners
of renl estate insist that if jostice were done
the owners of persoual estate chould pay at
Jeast as much as they do, and the owners of
persopal estaie naturally combat every at-
lempt to compel them to pay more than
they are now paying.

That those who olumor for an inerease of
taxalion upon personsal properiy do not
fully understand the case, are not well
scquainiea with the facts connected with
i1, is pretty evident from the arguments
w hich they emplor to support their views
Most of what, in conformity with the legal
fiction, they call parsnnal property, 1s per-
sonal only in name. A bond secured by a
mortgage upon & house and lot or upon
£ furm iy personal property inthe eyeof the
law beeause the owner of it can earry it
abous with him wberever he goes. Bonds
and mortgages are, however, mere evi-
dences of part ownership in the resl estate
by which they are secured, and frequently
tie monev given for them helps to pay for
its purchase. In like manner rsilroad
bonds and shares of stock in railroad com-
panies and in other corporations are techni-
cally personal property, bot as a matter of
inct they represent only beneficial interests
in real esiate or in investments of eapital
which are taxed in their entirety.

Double wnd Unjust Taxation.

To tax both real estate at its full value,
and then, besides, to tax the morigazes
upon it, is a double taxation, the injustice
ol which is admitted, and the remedy whish
has been prooosed for it 1s to taa real estate
ouly for the excess of its value abowe the
mortgages upon it, and throw the rest of
the tax upon the holders »of mo
This, however, would so evidently put an
end to all lending upon that kinid of se-
curity that it has never yet been sdopted

1o like maoner, the taxing both of the
property of corporations and of the shares
of their stock is recognized to be unjust by
siatute, and where corporations are taxed
their stock in the ban of ita holders is
exempt.

With these facts before his eyes it is sur.
prising to find » man like Compuroller
Campbell, of this State, declsring that, as
Jay Gould owned §70,000,000 of personal
property in his lifetime and paid taxes on
only $500,000, be detrauded the people out
of thi=s State of taxes upon $69 500,000,
Equally surprising is the assertion made by
ex-Assessor John D. Ellis, betors the legis-

4,000, persons! property that

An Aswsumption Evidently Unaunthorizea.

Mr. Campbell evidently assumed that Mr.
Gould"s §70,000,000 were in his pocket or
in his safe, and, therefors, within the joris-
diction of the State and city suthorities,
whereas, in fact, except bis bousehold furni-
ture and cash in hsand, they were scuttered
sll over the Western and SBouthwestern
States, and were represented by rail
bridges, mines, town and city lots, an
yarious other objects over which the State
has no more control than it has over the

r. Ellis spoke of the £4.000,000,000 of
property in this State which ought to be
taxed bhe bad in mind undoubtedly propenty
similar to that owned by Mr. Gould. He
sdded together the reputed fortunes of men
jike the Astors, the Vanderbilts, the
Raockefellers and other millionaires, snd
sssumed that their possessions ware all

No ope pretends that 8 man worth $10,-
000,000 shall pay ten times ss much for his
elothes, his marketing and his fuel ns the
man with $1,000,000, and yet when iaxes
are in qoestion, it is practieslly seserted
thst the maa with $1,000,000, no matter
where it is invested, shall pay 1,000 times
es much ss the man with only 1,000,
Nevertheless, the conviction that rich men
ought to be taxed in proportion to their
wealth ix so generatly prevalent that it is in
vain to try to overcome it

Merely Some of the Inevitables.

Those who frame tax laws must recognize
it and defer to it, and those who sufier from
these laws must make up their minds to
submit to them mp to the point were the
exaction becomes intolerable. They al-
ways have the resouroe of putting their per-
sons beyond the reach of a government
which imposes on them s burden greater
than they choose to bear, and short of this
remedy their ingenuity will always be sble
1o devise other means which will ¥
relieve them.

That our people will ever be sagasions
enough o adopt the system which was ree-
ommended by the late Isusc Sherman, and
which, 1 am glad to see, was advocated be-
fore the Legislative Committee by the Hon.
Michael Coleman, formerly President of
the Board of Tax Commissioners of this
eity, of uem;»tlmi from taxstion all per-
sonal property belonging to individuals,
and taxing only corporations and resl es
tate, I have hittle hope. It is too broad
and sistesmanlike a measure to be popu-
lar, and vet, by making this city
an  asylum of refuge for the
rich people of the whole United Stat
where they eonld come and live and spen
their incomes without fear of being har-
sssed by attempts to make them pay heav-
ily for the privilege, it would so enbance
the yalue of real estate here, nnd 5o add to
the earnings of uhogkupeu. tradesmen and

mechanics, that both the State and the city
would gain by it more than tbey would
lose.

One Way to Drive Capital Elsewhers.

As it is, I fear that vhe present system
will be rendered even more odioma to
wealthy people than it is, and drive them
uill more to take up their residences else-
where.,

The same Mr. Ellis, who estimates the
personal property in this Stats which ought
to pay taxes ot $4,000,000,000, proposes to
verify his estimate by compelling every
resident of the Siste to make out, under
onth, = list of his possessions and deliver it
to the tax assessors, and it is possible that
our Legisiature may be induced to enact a
law to that effeer. The result would be
that the small fry who could not eseape
would be caught by the law, snd the amonat
of their assensable property would be some-
what increased. The big fish, on the other
haud, would either slin through the net or
break its meshes, and the State and the city
would lose the whole of the laxes which
they pay now.

NEw YoRE, Dec. 24 —All of the Wall
sireet markets, especially those for securi-
ties for money and for foreign exchange,
bave reflected this week only one thing,
namely—apprehension both in this country
and abroad of the ultimate eflects of the
Bherman silver legislation of 1890. The
only evidence lacking to establish the fact
that Senstor Sherman's law is operating to
the detriment of the business interesta of
this country is & premium on gold. Finan-
cial institutions that eontrol emormous
amounts of money snd investors generally
are reluctant to part with their funds
beeause they are afraid the United States
may go upon & silver basis in the pear
future. Europe is intent upon selling all
the goods it can to the United States and
exacting prompt payment in gold. The
circumstances prove that in this way gold
is already being hosided. Of oourse the
banks hold on to all the gold they have
tenaciously. The heroic remedy for the ex-
isting financial disorder is a repesl of the
silver law which has given Senator Shery
man's name unenviable notoriety. Wash-
ington advices are that the repeal of that

THE PANAMA SCANDAL DEPRESSES
ALL EUVROFEAN MAREKETS,

lq the Week Closes With an Improving
‘Tendency Quite Noticeable—The Out-
jook Thought to Be Favorable to &

LeoxpoN, Dec. 25, —As regards disconnt
if any chaoge for the past week is to be
noted, the situstion becomes worse, Bills
were exceedingly scarce and competition
was as keen ns ever. state of the Naw
York money market which, it Is thoughs
bere, threatens a continusace of gold ex-
porta to Europe, is watched with the great-
est interest. The American supplies of
gold, by meeting the continent's demands,
continue to figure as the leading faotor in
inducing the stagnation of the money
market here, Some gold is still bought
bere on Austrian Government mccount, but
not in sufficlent amounts to cause exporters
to apply to the Bank of England.

With the approach of the Christmas holi-
days business on the Stock Exchange be:
ecame very insctive. As the week weot by
the condition of affairs in America caused
uneasiness, to which feeling the Panmwos
scandal also eontributed. Nevertheless, in
many quarters moderate improvement was
shown. British funds and ocorporation
securities benefited by the ease of mouey.
Indian stocks generally were firm. Rupes
paper relapsed 3 in sympathy with silver,
which showed no real strength even at
Business was entirely for prompt deliv-
ery, It is exceedingly probaole that the
coming week will show a further rou*:ao.

CRESTS AND THEIE ORIGINA

They Are of an Ancient Origin Being Men-
tioned by Homer and Virgil

Crests are ascribed to the Carians and
they are of very ancient origin. They are
mentioned by Homer sod Virgil and de-
scribed as in use among the heathen goda
and goddesses. Thus the crest to Minerva's
helmet was an owl. Mars bore a lion or ti-
ger and Jupiter Ammon a ram’s head,

These symbols were formerly placed on
the helmet and were great marks of honor,
only worn by heroes of gteat valoror b
those who were advacced to some mpcrlo{
military command, Richard I. had s crest
on his helmet resembling a plume of feath-
ers; Richard IL. wore a lion on & cap of aig-
nity above the crown on his helmet; Alex-
ander IIL of 8cotland bad & plume of feath-
ers, and Jameés L wore a lion. In the fif-
teenth and sizteenth centuries, secording
to the Brooklyn FEagie, the ereat was de-
seribed as being a figure placed unders
wreath, coronet or eap of ntenance abova
the lulmn; or h:::;ld. A crest was anciently
worn on the s of com ders in thi
field, and then only in otduwt.: disti ;
them trom their followers. After the insti-
tution of the order of the garter, and in imi-
tation of Elward IIL, lﬁ‘kaigttl compan-
jons of the order began tp wear crests.
This practiee soon became more general,
and they were assumed by all those who
considered themselves logally entitled to
bear arms,

I to
meet my partner sod manager, Jsoob
Goshe, at Mobile—about two hours’ ride
from Meridian. I thought I would enjoy a
ride on the engine by night and obisined
permission to do so.

1 alresdy had my foot on the cab of the
engine and was about to get on when Will-
jam Harris, 3 member of my company,
asked me to fill up a gume of poker.

An bour later our
train ran into a freight train on the State
line between Mississippi and Lounisiana
Two men on our engine and four others on
the freight engine were killed.

The seene of horror and excitement that
followed baflles my powers of ption.
:‘he Ts"li“" ol{ the freight train was

rought into our sleeper. He was supposed
to ::dud and was put on an improvised
berth. One of the wounded was carried into
the smoker. He was horribly burned snd =
eall was made for some vaseline. I went
into the sleeper to get the article fromsoms

ot the girls in our com . Passing the
berth of the sup engineer I was
startled by a eold and vice-like grasp on

my wrist. A voicd filled with an agony of
emotion and suffering, such as I hope never
to hear again, cried out, *“‘For God’s sake
talk to me."

The engineer was not yet desd. 1 could
not move, For ten minutes he held me by
the wrist. He uttered sn swiul strsin of
blaspbemy. It was simply horrible. He
raved of the terrible pennity which he and
his associates on the freight train bad paid
for their reckless drunkenness. From what
he aaid I gathered that he, the fireman, the
feeder the brskeman on the freight
train had all been drunk. They had d
fearfally Jor their holiday econviviality.
While all this was going on I eould see
through the window a crowd gathered out-
side sbout the burning eab of the engine.
The darky feeder was pinoed down in sush
s way that it was absolutely impossible to
releass him. He wasslowly being burned
to death, and, delirious with psin, he made
the scene still more weird with the most
mournful chanting of negro hymns It
made an impression upon me that I caa
never forget.
